candidate at 
North Bristol. 
Lord Hugh Cecil, leader of the Con­ 
servative free traders, was defeated at 
Greenwich, an d T. Gibson 
Bowles, a 
unionist free trader, 
lost at K in g ’s 
Lynn, both being opposed by Chamber- 
lainites. 
Aside from th e overwhelming gains 
by the Liberals throughout tho co u n ­ 
try, the im m e n se majorities secured

of s u r ­ 
prise to both sides. 
The labor candidates are showing 
remarkable stren g th , the total gains of 
the labor p a rty being seven, not Includ­ 
ing one socialist, W.

forestry department, does not take any 
stock in the statement of Chief Flat­ 
mouth, made Saturday in Duluth, that 
many Indians on the Leech Lake reser­ 
vation are destitute and in danger of 
starvation, says tho Minneapolis Jour­ 
nal. 
He said: 
“It is possible that Chief Flatmouth 
has been misunderstood. 
There are 
with the various Chippewa bands gov­ 
ernment farmers, government teachers, 
government physicians, missionaries of 
good repute and over all two United 
States agents, one at Leech Lake and 
one at White Earth, and if many of the 
Indians were in any danger of suffering 
the fact would have been made known 
to the Indian otlice in Washington or to 
the public from some of these sources. 
“ Many of the Chippewas are being 
employed 
in lumber camps, 
which 
would willingly furnish employment to 
about every able-bodied male Indian.”
